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Tue telegrams wé publish to-day of the 
navalengagement at Port Arthur dispose 
of several erroneous notions which . have 
settled in the public mind, In the first 
place ‘ju proves that the many attempts 
made by the Japazese, Fleet to “ cork up” 
the harbour by sinking old merchant vesseld 
at the entrance bas failed in its purpose. 
‘The heroic efforts of the brave fellows who 
ventured upon those perilous enterprises 
deserved better. success. It may be that for 
2 time at least the entrance was, as Adiiral 

‘Toco believed, closed to the passage of the 
big vessels of the Russian fleet, and 
though no word of any effort to clear 
the entrance hus appeared in the news- 
papers, itis possible that some part of 
the obstruction has been removed during 
the Flect’s long period of inactivity. Whe- 
ther the harbour ever actually was blocked 
has yet to be learnt, but as the Russian 
fleet of six battleships, five cruisers and 
fourleex destroyers were able to come out 
of the harbour, and all but one battleship 
able to return to: the anchorage, though in 
a damaged conditior, the notion that, the 
ships sunk at the entrance make the passage 


of big ships impossible must be abyndoned. 
Another revelation ia that the ships which 
were so badly damaged -by Admiral Togo's 
fleet on the occasion of the first attacks, had 
been repaired and made ready for action 
aguin. The six battleships referred: to in 
the Jupunese Admiral'’s telegram must he 
the Pollava, Sevastopol, Percavict, Pobieda, 


‘Releinan, and Crureviteh. The two lutter 


were the most geriousty damaged in, the | 


first engagement, und it was only afow days 
previous to the sortie that the vepaira to 
these two ships were.completed. . 

One of the noteworthy feitures of these 
naval fights bas ken the eingularly smill 
amount of damage which has been inflicted 
onthe Japsuese ficet. We observe, how- 
ever, that the Ostasiatisehe Lloyd publishes 
a statement of the fighting’ etrength of the 
Japunese fleet which represents that she 
has suffered during the course of the war 
a loss of 49 per cent. in battleships; that 


| 68 per cent. of her armotred cruisera are in 


dock, partly with heavy damage, aud her 
loxn in protected cruisers is set down as 19 
per cent. This statement obviously ac- 
cepts as trustworthy the Buvsiun reports 
of damape to the Japanose fleet. It 
represents that the battleship Faji is in 
dock benvily damaged, The only news of 
this fine ship being damaged appeuts in the. 
Ruasian official report of the Hateuse disas- 
ter, where it is represented that the Juji also 
struck a mine, but wos not stuk, Our 
German contemporary’s list represents that 
besides the Hatsrse the Japanese Fleet has 
suffered tho loss of the battleships Yarkima 
(12,500 tons) and the Shikishima (15,000 
tous); while of the protected cruisers, 
Japan is stated. to have lost besides the 
Youkine two smaller vessels named the 
Takachiho and the Akeshi, Of the armour- 
ed cruisers no fewer than five ships are named 
as Weing in dock partly with heavy damage. 


We very much doubt the avcuracy of the 


list. We believe that if the Japanese had 
lost three battleships aud three. cruisers in 
the course of the war, they would not have 
attempted to conceal the fact. They ‘gave 
to the world the news of the Yoshino, though 
it ig not improbable that but for the pubtica- 
tion of tho official report the loss of this 
vessel by collision in a fog might have been 
hidden. from the knowledge of the 


corrected some ‘of the Russian 
rumours as they appeared, but if the 
strength of the Japanese fleet bus only 
diminished by her udmitted. losses, then it 
will beso much the worse for her enemy 
if he essays to meet this alleged remnant’ of

Mejor-Goneral Sir Villiors Hatton, the Officer 
Commanding the Troops,in forwarding Major 
Pritchard's report on the training of the Corps, 
says he was much pleased with tho firing ho 
saw carried out; also to know that some of the 
corps took part in the recent mobilisation of 
section IT of the defence. He has information 
that the enyine and light required will be here 
80011. 


; STRENGTH OF THE CORPS, 

Major -Pritehard in his’ report suys: -— 
On the April Ist, 1903, the total strength 
of tho corps was 274, but of this number, 24 
(17 artillery, 4 engivesr company. and 3 band) 
were written off during April us resigned, 
absent, and not likely to return to the colony. 
or for other rensons, thus leaving the total 
number to commenve the year at 250. 

The total strength of the corps on 3st 
March, 1904, is 280 (including Chinese. orderly 
room clerk) ; of this total, 10 (8 artillery and 
2 engineers) will shortly be written off, leaving 
the actual totel te commence the season 104. 
1905 at 220. the falling-off of 4) in addition to 

thoss written off in April each year is a 
follows :—. , 

-Artillory companies 28, enginoor company 
2; leaving totals as follows:—Staff %. artillery 
companies 188, engineers 21, band +3. . 

I -attribute the falling-off in the artillery 
units to the samo cause as last year, namoly. 
the heavy Gurrivon artillery work and distance 
to go to drill at-the forts. which hax now bee, 
overcome, und in the enginaers to the long 
distanco to go to the work and the fact thut the 
shed promised at. Kowloon has not yet been 
fitted up. ae 
_ The question of headquarters also affects 
the numbers, 

During the past season 1° member hax died, 
G6 have resigued (28 in Colony and 38 on 
leaving the Colony), 15 have bedn struck off 2s 
absent without leave. and for other causes. 
Thirty-eight now members have been enrolled, 

EQUIPMENT. : 

Thore has been no alteration in the equip. 
ment of the corps since last season; but th 
©. R. A. has kindly placed two additional 
15-Pr. B. I. guns (making four altogether) at 
the temporary disposal of the corps. 

One of these. is kept at the Taikoo Sugar 

Works to enable the men there to drill with 
them with out coming to tho headquarters, and 
the remaining three are kept in the verandah 
outside the headquarters. : 
. Accommedution under cover for these guns is 
bad ly wanted; at present a watchmun has to be 
k ept to look after the guns atnight and they add 
greatly to the incouvenience so often reported 
on at the present headquarters. 

It has boon decided that the corps is to he 
armed: with the new service rifle; the corres- 
pondence on this subject stated that they might 
be expe cted to be issued about November, 1904. 

‘DISCIPLINE, TRAINING, ETC. 

The discipline of the corps has heen exceed. 
ingly good throughout the season, 

Drill with the heavy guns as te Stonecutters’ 
Island was carriod ont during tho early part of 
the season, and drill with the 15-Pr. B. L. guns 
and maxims at headquarters all through the 
year. . ji 

Maxim practice was carried ont frequently 
in camp. on January %th. January 23rd (com- 
petition for Sir W. J. Gascoigne’s shield) and 
February: 16th. , 

15-Pr. B. L. gun practice was carried out on 
January Yth and on Febrnary Lith, 1904, with 
very good results, 

His Excelleney the General Offer Com: 
manding was presenton February 16th, 1904. 
On each oveasion of gun practiee the men wero 
changed round continually so us to test their 
efficiency fo the utmost and the barrel turgets 
were sunk in each case by the ranging rounds 
before fuzing 40 thut the greater part of the 
practice hud to be carried out at amiall Pieces of 
wreckage and the reports clearly show that the 
accuracy of shooting was excellent. 

During the coming souson it is proposed to 
fire some of the series at longer ranges.

The number of non-efficients shows a distinet 
decrease on the number last year. and I am of 
opinion that, althouyh the numbers haye again 
fallen, the efliciency in proportion to the total is 
greuter than in former years.

CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 

The annual ‘camp was held under cunvas at 
Stonecutters’ Island: from October ‘23rd to 
November 2nd, 1903. The attendance was 
hetter than in the previous year, in apite of the 
foot tliat a typhoon kept. men away for nearly 2 
full days out of the 10, Stonecutiors' West 
Battery was manned at night by the ortillory 
units, and the enginoer company manned the 
search lights. The usual company, carbine and 
rifle drilla, were carried out, and the ortillery 
units dovoted the greater part of the time to 
15Pr. B. L. and Maxim gun drill, in which a 
keen interest, waa taken, Priectice was carried 
ont with the Maxim guns on the range with 
goed results, also class-firing by a nuinber of 
men, but time did not permit of the whole corps 
completing tho course. ‘The engineer company 
'n addilion to musketry and infantry drills, 
carried out daily drills with the engines and 
search lights under the. supervision of Royal 
Engineer instructors. ‘T'wo accitents occurred 
during tho period in camp which were attended 
to by Lieutonunt Swan, the Motlical Officer, 
and in both cases yalusble first aid was given by 
the mombers of the ambulance class in camp. 
Next year it is proposed to arrange for one of 
the modical officers to remain in camp during 
the period, 

The Officer Commanding Royal Artillery in- 
spocted the artillery units on QOctobor i31st. 
Drill was carried out with the 15-Pr, B. L. and

The Officer Commanding the Troops ins pect- 
ed the corps om parade on Sunday, November 
Ist, und also made an inspection of the camp.

The corps took part in the King’s Birthday 
parade in eonjunction with the romuinder of 
the gurrison at the Happy Valley on Novem ber 
th, 1903. 

An ambulance class was conducted’ by. Cap. 
tain F. 0. Stedman, M.D. Nine members of the 
corps presented themselves for ex,nmination, of 
whom 8 qualified. 

Confidentiul correspondences was carried on 
during the year with the Colonial Defence Comi- 
mittee on the subject of the organisation of the 
corps, and it was finally decided that the 
artillery portion of the corps should in fnrture 
curry out moveible armament and Maxim gun 
duties and not: drill with the fixed armament in 
the forts, 

This decision was communicated to the mem- 
bers of the corps on parade on February 16th, 
1004. TI hope that this decision moy check the 
further decrease in the numbers. 

In wy report last year I mentioned that it 
had been sanctioued thut a shed should bo put 
upat Kowloon to,contain an engine and seareh- 
light iustullationtor special instraction of the 
volunteers. : 

On Pebrunry 3rd, 1904, I received informa- 
tion that this building had been completed, but 
that the engine and light were. required to 
complete the dofences, I hope that these 
may ‘oon be replaced; the engineor company 
hus decreased in strength to 21 at the present 
time, and it would be advisable to endeavour 
to popularise this uxeful portion of the corps 
by enabling them to do their technical drills 
without proceeding in every case to the forts. 

Tho question of suitable headquarters for 
the corps still remuins unsettled. . 

A Kitson light installation (2 lamps) was 
approved and fitted up on the pacade ground in.

The others officers of the corps have also. in 
almost every cause, ‘rendered excellent service 
and set a good example to the non-commissioned 
oflicers and'men by their attendance at drills 
and their endeavours to promote the oflviency 
of the corps. . 

Sergeant-Major W. Higby, B.G.A., joined 
‘the staff at the commencement of the annual 
camp and from the date of taking over. his 
daties has proved himmolf a zealous, hardworking 
non-cominissioned officer, and has mude himself 
popular with all ranks in the corps. First clasg | 
Armourer Sergeant J. T. Hawks has fulfilled . 


his duties in a very satisfactory manner. The 
datios of ordorly room clerk have been performed
